The fifteenth annual meeting of Hie 
Northwestern 
Dairymen’s Association 
opened this afternoon in Lapping hall. 
There was not a very large attendance at 
the opening, many of tho members not 
arriving until the afternoon trains. 
Among those present were W. D. 
Hoard, of Jefferson, R. P. McGliucy, of 
Elgin, J. A. Smith, of Sheboygan, T. B. 
Wire, of Lenox, Ashtabula, Ohio, J. II. 
Simonson, Round Grove, 111., ll. D. Em­ 
ery, of the Prairie Farmer, Chicago; F. 
L. Fleck, of Elkhorn; C. B. McCauuu, of 
Springfield; John A. Cowles, Chicago; 
John Fleck, Elkhorn; John Porter, Maz­ 
omanie; E. P. Ingalls, Milford; N. N. 
Palmer, Brodhead. 
W. D. Hoard, the President of tile As­ 
sociation, (jailed the gathering to order, 
and K. P. McGlincy, assumed his posi­ 
tion as Secretary. 
Mayor Cobb, who 
was t ) give the address of welcome, was 
necessarily absent, on account of illness, 
and Hon. James Sutherland acted as 
substitute, 
and 
in 
a 
few 
words 
welcomed 
the 
visiting 
dairymen, 
expressed tho hope that they would en­ 
jo y their stay here, ami that the gather­ 
ing would prove of benefit to the import­ 
ant industry represented by them. 
Secretary McGlincy responded. 
He 
spoke of the extent of the dairying in­ 
terest and its rapid growth. A few years 
ago cotton was king. King corn suc­ 
ceeded cotton, and iii a few years blitter 
and cheese would rule. 
In 1879, -kit) 
million 
pounds 
of 
cheese 
and 
1,500,000,000 pounds of butter were pro­ 
duced, equal in value lo over $350,OOO,Ut J* 
There was ail army of 700,000 or 800,000 
at work in this industry. 
While these 
were remembered, it should also be re- 
membered that the industry had ene­ 
mies—those who manufactured oleomar­ 
garine, sawiue, aud other frauds. 
It was 
time for dairymen to stamp out these 
frauds, or they would be out by the 
frauds. The speaker in closing again re­ 
turned thanks for the welcome extended, 
and took his seat amid cheers. 
President Hoard then gave his annual 
address. He spoke of the early workers 
in this industry, aud paid a fitting tribute 
to those whohadgono lienee; tlien spoke 
of the growth and improvement of the 
dairying interests and the 
obstacles 
which 
had 
to 
be 
overcome. 
Among those was the prejudice of tile 
East against Western butter and cheese 
which Wits now done away with. lie gave 
some excellent ail vice to the farmers. 
Milk cost too much to produce. Farmers 
did not study closely enough the rela­ 
tions of primary aud working capital. 
There was too much put into laud and 
fences in proportion to the working capi­ 
tal in cows. 
In Jefferson county there 
was 
only one cow for every twenty- 
seven 
acres. 
That 
one 
cow, 
is 
a 
sad 
picture 
of 
loneliness. 
Hiram Smith, the well know dairyman. 
hail last season fifty cows on 200 acre's of 
land, and next year proiKised^b» have six­ 
ty cows. This necessitate*! a study of 
food and others features of good dairy­ 
ing management The skillful manage­ 
ment of this primary feature of dairying 
caused all other branches to succeed, 
hence its importance. 
Mr. Hoard then turned his fire at the 
adulterations of the time. He behoved 
that this was a wicked aud adulterious 
generation. 
Oleomargarine aud other 
compounds wero working mischief. He 
presented figures showing that a man 
with $1,000 and employing six or eight 
hands, could supplant by oleomargarine 
the straight dairy products of $200,000 
invested in farms and stock. It was a 
fearful blow at this industry. More than 
that these counterfeits wrere based on 
fraudulent representations, and depend­ 
ed largely for success on making people 
believe that they were buying butter, in­ 
stead of oily and lardy com pounds. 
He spoke of tile English law' aud the need 
of like legislature here. There was a re­ 
action already perceptible. Many com­ 
mission merchants were refusing to han­ 
dle these vile compounds. The dairy­ 
men were to lie congratulated on the 
present improved outlook for their in­ 


dustry.

below

cost 
of producing. 
What other industry 
cauld boast such unanimity ? One great 
advantage in dairying was that the trails- 
I>ortatioi) questions troubled it but little 
comparatively.

And as their 
capacity lies in their leavening power, 
tests were directed solely to ascertain the 
available gas of each powder. Dr. Love’s 
report gives the following: 
“The prices at which baking powders 
are sold to consumers I find to be usually 
50 cents per pound. I have therefore 
calculated their relative commercial val­ 
ues according to the volume of gas yield­ 
ed ou a basis of 50 cents cost per 
pound.”
